May  the  news  it  brings  of  the  1961  camp  season 
and  subsequent  plans,  serve  to  rekindle  the  warmth  of 
the  Founder  spirit  and  the  clarity  of  our  commitment  to 
Christian  leadership. 

ONCE  AGAIN  ON  CHRISTMAS  EVE  the  Founder  Christmas  tree 
at  Miniwanca  will  be  lighted.  Let  us  gather  in  spirit 
on  the  dunes  again  that  evening  as  we  celebrate  the 
birth  of  hope  and  joy  and  love  through  the  coming  of 
Jesus  Christ  into  a darkening  world.  The  miracle  of 
that  birth  continues  in  our  world  today,  bringing  power 
for  victorious  living  wherever  men  yield  themselves  to 
His  Way.  The  true  spirit  of  the  Founder  Fellowship  is 
the  spirit  of  God,  made  real  and  vital  through  a dedi- 
cated fellowship  of  service , focused  through  the  programs 
at  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista  and  projected  out  in  ful- 
filling love  and  concern  toward  the  needs  of  men 
throughout  the  world. 

IN  THE  PAGES  THAT  FOLLOW  we  bring  you  news  of  Miniwanca, 
of  Merrowvista,  and  of  many  Founder  friends  both  near 
and  far.  We  also  take  the  opportunity  to  share  with  you 
previews  of  future  plans  as  The  American  Youth  Founda- 
tion sets  its  sights  for  coming  days. 

MINIWANCA  IS  THE  SAME  beautiful,  exciting  and  challeng- 
ing place  enjoyed  by  campers  over  the  years.  Every  camp 
session  operated  at  full  capacity  there  this  past  summer 
and  each  young  person  and  leader  was  brought  face  to 
face  with  the  forthright  challenge  to  Christian  life  and 
Christian  leadership  which  has  characterized  the  camps 
over  the  years.  Younger  Girls  and  Younger  Boys  Camps 
opened  che  summer  with  310  campers,  12  camper- leaders 
and  72  leaders  in  attendance  at  Y.G. ; and  190  campers, 

7 camper-leaders  and  43  leaders  actively  engaged  in  the 
Y.B.  program.  The  Senior  camps  as  usual  brought  our 
greatest  numbers.  Enthusiastic  young  people,  chosen  on 
the  basis  of  their  leadership  potential,  caught  up  the 
pace  and  the  challenge  of  the  Senior  camps  and  left  us 
knowing  that  these  had  been  among  the  best  camps  Mini- 
wanca has  seen.  There  were  569  campers  and  101  leaders 
and  faculty  in  the  Older  Girls  Camp,  totaling  670.  In 
Older  Boys,  campers  numbered  420  with  a total  of  76 
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faculty  and  leaders,  bringing  the  attendance  figure  to 
496.  These  1800  youth  and  youth  leaders  in  our  Founder 
program,  together  with  859  participants  in  the  four 
different  Danforth  Foundation  conferences  held  on  the 
grounds  the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  brought  a grand 
total  of  those  in  attendance  at  Miniwanca  to  well  over 
2600  people. 

ONCE  AGAIN  THE  ENTIRE  NATION  was  well  represented  at 
Miniwanca,  together  with  lands  beyond  our  borders.  Y.G. 
campers  came  from  27  states,  Canada  and  Peru;  Y.B. 
campers  from  26  states,  District  of  Columbia  and  Panama. 
All  50  states  were  represented  in  the  Older  Girls  Camp, 
together  with  campers  and  leaders  firom  Canada,  Peru, 
Puerto  Rico  and  Turkey.  The  Older  Boys  Camp  brought 
representation  from  48  states,  plus  Canada,  Japan  and 
Mexico.  One  of  the  really  remarkable  and  exciting 
things  about  Miniwanca  is  the  "national"  character  of 
the  experience  there.  Seldom  are  two  campers  from  a 
state  assigned  to  the  same  cabin,  and  thus  each  and 
every  person  has  opportunity  to  build  acquaintance  with 
a number  of  top  caliber  young  people  from  other  states 
and  sections  of  the  country.  The  international  acquain- 
tance that  has  built  up  over  the  years  from  the  presence 
and  participation  of  those  from  other  lands  is  an  in- 
creasingly exciting  factor  in  the  Founder  Fellowship, 
Particularly  in  these  days  when  our  concern  for  Chris- 
tian leadership  must  embrace  not  simply  the  nation  but 
the  world  as  a whole.  We  are  eager  to  increase  the 
number  of  fine  quality  foreign  students  who  attend  Mini- 
wanca, that  we  may  establish  an  even  stronger  sense  of 
kinship  in  Christian  service  with  the  rest  of  the  world. 
We  welcome  your  nomination  of  students  from  other  lands 
for  spots  in  our  camp  enrolment.  A limited  number  of 
scholarships  are  available  for  this  purpose. 

THE  TRADITIONAL  RIVALRIES  OF  THE  TRIBES  IN  THE  SENIOR 
CAMPS  were  as  always  the  source  of  excitement  and  enthu- 
siasm, and  the  interest  in  competition  for  the  State 
Shield  ran  high.  In  the  Older  Girls  Camp  the  Iroquois 
emerged  the  winners  in  tribal  competition,  with  the 
Crowfeet  close  behind.  And  in  the  Older  Boys  Camp  the 
Dakotas  put  together  a winning  combination  to  claim  the 
shield.  Special  interest  surrounded  the  awarding  of 
the  State  Shield  in  Older  Girls  Camp  as  an  outstanding 
delegation  of  5 Canadian  campers  carried  home  the  prize 


for  the  first  time  in  Miniwanca  history  and  the  second 
in  the  history  of  the  Founder  camps.  Frannie  Duff,  who 
was  a member  of  the  Canadian  delegation  on  an  early 
occasion  many  years  ago  at  Lake  Geneva,  was  on  hand  at 
Miniwanca  this  summer  as  a leader  and  happily  cheered 
the  Canadian  group  in  their  moment  of  victory.  In  the 
Older  Boys  Camp  the  State  Shield  was  won  by  one  of  the 
largest  delegations  ever  to  achieve  this  honor  as  the 
recognition  went  to  the  36  fellows  from  Missouri. 

THE  FOURTH  YEAR  TONKIYE  O.G.  CLASS,  with  Carol  Rea  and 
Ann  Tukey  as  mentors,  were  on  hand  41  strong  for  their 
graduating  year.  They  set  a high  standard  of  camp 
participation  and  a challenging  pace  in  all  activities 
for  the  other  classes.  Forty-four  third  year  girls  of 
the  Tokataye  Class  were  on  hand  and  set  their  sights 
for  graduation  for  1962.  In  the  absence  of  their 
mentor.  Daphne  Michaelides,  they  selected  Maggie  Watson 
to  guide  them.  They  are  hopeful  that  both  mentors  can 
be  on  hand  next  season.  Frances  Fletcher,  mentor  of 
the  Taniya  Class,  reported  87  girls  returning  for  their 
second  year  at  Miniwanca.  Three  hundred  ninety-seven 
girls  were  on  hand  to  organize  the  Nicani  Class, the 
first  year  group,  and  selected  Sandra  Ball  as  mentor. 
In  addition  to  these  classes,  48  outstanding  Home  Ec 
Seniors  from  the  Land  Grant  colleges  brought  an  added 
dash  of  zest,  a large  measure  of  concern,  and  a high 
quality  of  mature  interest  to  the  camp. 

IN  THE  OLDER  BOYS  CAMP,  273  first  year  campers  organized 
the  Yikeya  Class,  under  the  mentorship  of  Gordon  Ward 
with  Connell  Auld  of  Ireland  as  Honorary  Mentor.  They 
swung  into  fast  step  right  on  the  heels  of  the  second 
year  Wadasis  who  returned  under  Bob  Watson's  leadership 
67  strong.  Twenty-six  Patayas  were  on  hand  for  their 
third  year,  under  the  mentorship  of  Oliver  Martins,  and 
the  Kipanis  returned  with  18  for  graduation  with  the 
support  and  encouragement  of  mentor,  Dave  Warren.  Forty 
Ag.  Seniors  from  the  Land  Grant  colleges  brought  addi- 
tional athletic  prowess,  intellectual  vigor,  personal 
dedication  and  exuberant  enthusiasm  to  the  camp. 

THE  1961  CAMPS  WERE  MARKED  by  the  introduction  of  a 
number  of  new  and  very  able  faculty  persons.  These, 
together  with  an  excellent  group  of  returning  faculty 
members,  provided  a truly  high  caliber  of  class  instruc- 
tion. Campers  found  the  varied  program  of  classes, 
tribal  games,  exciting  assemblies,  thoughtful  Vesper 
times,  special  aquatic  and  athletic  meets,  the  Sunday 
evening  Candlelight  Sing,  times  of  worship  in  the  Church 
of  the  Dunes,  cabin  group  beach  suppers,  and  a happy 
round  of  Nights  Doings  activities,  to  be  as  thrilling 
and  challenging  as  ever  did  any  group  to  share  in  these 
experiences. 

A SPECIAL  MOMENT  IN  THE  COUNCIL  CIRCLE  during  Older 
Girls  Camp  saw  Frances  Fletcher  and  Geraldine  Thompson 
given  the  special  recognition  of  Indian  names.  Frances 
Fletcher  has  been  aquatic  director  and  an  exceedingly 
responsible  leader  for  a number  of  years.  She  received 
the  name  WIN-TA-KU,  meaning  "she  who  bears  responsibi- 
lity for  many";  Geraldine  Thompson  is  "she  of  the  sing- 
ing spirit"  - A-NI-YA.  Similar  recognitions  were  given 
in  Older  Boys  Camp  Council  Circle  to  Frank  Mills,  known 
hereafter  as  WA-SIN-TU,  "he  of  unfailing  faithfulness", 
and  Bob  Watson  - KU-MA-TI,  "man  of  firm  integrity". 

CAMPERS  IN  BOTH  SENIOR  CAMPS  RESPONDED  with  immediate 
enthusiasm  to  the  chiefs'  presentation  of  the  World  Wide 
Founder  Fellowship  Fund  opportunity.  Through  this  fund 
each  year  those  in  the  camps  and  many  others  of  our 
Founder  friends  contribute  to  work  with  children  and 
youth  being  carried  on  in  many  other  lands  by  former 
Founders  who  now  reside  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 
Nearly  $2000  will  be  distributed  this  year  to  enable 
our  Founder  friends  in  British  East  Africa, Ghana,  French 


Camerouns,  Republic  du  Congo,  Singapore,  Free  China, 
Greece,  Finland,  Germany,  India,  Iraq,  Japan,  Malaya, 
Netherlands  Antilles,  Philippines,  Venezuela,  Puerto 
Rico,  Peru,  Ceylon,  Jamaica,  Algeria,  Hong  Kong  and 
Turkey,  to  render  Christian  service  on  behalf  of  our 
Founder  Fellowship. 

WE  ARE  DEEPLY  INDEBTED  to  a fine  dedicated  group  of 
adult  leaders  who  gave  of  their  time  and  energy  to  be 
present  in  our  Senior  camps,  serve  in  the  guidance  of 
cabin  groups,  and  aid  in  the  ongoing  program  and  in 
counseling  with  young  people.  We  urge  each  of  you  to  be 
an  enlistment  agent  aiding  us  in  bringing  an  ever  in- 
creasingly fine  caliber  of  adult  leadership  to  serve  in 
these  programs.  We  will  follow  up  personally  on  every 
suggestion  you  give  us  of  folk  for  such  service. 

MINIWANCA  IS  UNDERGOING  some  exciting  developments  in 
camping  facilities  which  began  during  the  past  year. 
Following  the  1960  fire  and  the  heroic  rebuilding  job 
performed  by  the  crew  on  hand  at  the  time,  it  became 
apparent  that  safety  of  campers  necessitated  a major 
rearrangement  of  living  cabin  facilities.  In  recogni- 
tion of  this  fact,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  American 
Youth  Foundation  stepped  forward  to  meet  the  challenge, 
and  in  January  of  1961  undertook  a Capital  Fund  campaign 
in  the  amount  of  $125,000  to  be  raised  over  a three  year 
period  and  to  be  used  for  the  major  improvement  of  Mini- 
wanca facilities.  The  Danforth  Foundation  made  a 
generous  challenge  gift  to  set  the  campaign  on  its  way, 
and  the  Trustees  are  actively  at  work  enlisting  the 
support  of  major  contributors  to  this  program.  With  a 
portion  of  the  funds  in  hand  by  this  summer,  several 
major  steps  have  been  taken.  The  Foundation  purchased 
property  immediately  across  the  creek  from  camp  known 
as  the  Stony  Lake  Lodge,  consisting  of  approximately 
five  acres  and  including  some  living  facilities  and  a 
spacious  lodge.  The  living  facilities  were  converted 
for  faculty  occupancy  thus  affording  an  improved  facility 
for  faculty  personnel.  The  lodge  was  used  for  many 
group  meetings,  workstaff  recreation,  staff  parties  and 
faculty  sessions.  A foot  bridge  was  constructed  from 
near  the  Woodcraft  Cabin  across  the  creek  to  a meadow 
area  where  improved  playfields  were  developed  for  tribal 
games  programs.  The  1961  season  saw  also  the  relocation 
of  some  twenty-eight  living  cabins  from  the  highly  con- 
centrated area  where  formerly  the  whole  Main  Unit  group 
was  housed.  These  cabins  were  placed  in  tribal  group- 
ings in  what  previously  had  been  largely  undeveloped 
wooded  areas  on  our  camp  grounds.  An  attractive  addi- 
tion was  made  to  each  relocated  cabin,  making  possible 
the  installation  of  toilet  and  lavatory  facilities  for 
the  cabin  occupants.  Three  new  shower  houses  were 
erected,  one  in  each  of  the  new  areas,  and  trails  and 
other  service  facilities  were  developed.  The  construc- 
tion of  a causeway  and  the  filling  of  a swamp  area 
beside  Stony  Creek  added  greatly  to  our  parking  facili- 
ties and  made  it  possible  to  cut  down  considerably  on 
the  amount  of  traffic  in  and  out  of  camp.  All  these 
changes  and  improvements  met  an  enthusiastic  response 
from  campers  and  leaders,  who  found  not  only  a more 
satisfactory  safety  situation,  but  also  greatly  enhanced 
living  arrangements  and  exciting  possibilities  for 
program  variety  and  improvement. 

STILL  OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS  are  in  the  planning  state  for 
the  coming  season,  and  more  detailed  announcement  about 
them  will  be  ready  for  inclusion  in  the  Easter  issue  of 
the  Founder  Fire. 

MATCHING  THEIR  CONCERN  for  the  improvement  of  facilities 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  staff  of  The  American  Youth 
Foundation  also  gave  considered  attention  to  the  continu- 
ing need  for  upgrading  the  leadership  of  the  camps  and  of 
The  American  Youth  Foundation  program  in  general. To  that 
end  they  embarked  on  an  enlistment  campaign  seeking  con- 
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tributions  toward  the  "Leadership  Fund"  to  enable  signi- 
ficant forward  steps  in  program  and  personnel.  It  is 
recognized  that  the  finest  caliber  leadership  at  every 
level  of  our  work  is  the  key  factor  in  the  achievement 
of  the  goals  and  purposes  to  which  The  American  Youth 
Foundation  is  dedicated.  It  is  further  recognized  that 
The  American  Youth  Foundation, fulfilling  even  as  it  does 
a unique  function  through  youth  leadership  training  in 
camps  and  conferences,  is  called  to  extend  its  outreach 
throughout  the  year  to  further  the  cause  of  Christian 
service  to  youth  in  all  of  its  dimensions.  The  staff  is 
embarking  on  the  projection  of  a field  work  program 
which  will  enlarge  and  enhance  the  Foundation's  effec- 
tiveness in  the  whole  youth  field.  The  Leadership  Fund 
in  addition  to  its  applications  at  camp,  is  designed  to 
make  possible  some  of  the  staff  services  required  for 
the  development  of  such  program.  For  the  Leadership 
Fund  the  Trustees  and  staff  plan  a concerted  annual 
appeal  to  the  constituents  of  The  American  Youth  Foun- 
dation. We  know  you  will  want  to  have  a share  in  the 
significant  extension  of  the  Foundation's  outreach  in 
these  times  in  which  we  live.  We  have  been  grateful 
for  the  number  of  you  who  contribute  regularly  to  our 
scholarship  program  through  the  annual  Treasure  Hunt. 
We  encourage  you  to  continue  those  contributions,  for 
they  are  directed  to  specific  young  people  who  profit 
greatly  from  the  camp  training  experience.  We  solicit 
now  your  additional  support  to  the  Foundation  itself 
as  it  girds  itself  through  the  Leadership  Fund  for  a 
forward  plunge  into  the  field  of  Christian  youth  service. 

PRESENTATION  OF  INTERNATIONAL  FLAGS  AT  MINXWANCA.  - In 
the  summer  of  1960  a Canadian  Ensign  was  presented  to 
Miniwanca  by  the  Canadian  campers,  with  Elizabeth  Osborn 
as  their  spokesman.  This  past  summer  two  more  flags 
were  added  to  our  fine  exhibit  in  the  Hall  of  Flags  - a 
Turkish  flag,  brought  by  camper  Ummugulsum  Iskender,  and 
an  emblem  of  their  country,  presented  by  Connell  Auld  of 
Ireland  - the  gift  of  himself  and  Rev.  Kenneth  Harvey. 

YOUNGER  BOY  LEADERSHIP  - there  are  openings  on  the  lead- 
ership staffs  of  Younger  Boys  Camps  at  both  Miniwanca 
and  Merrowvista.  Many  fellows  who  have  served  in  this 
capacity  testify  that  it  has  been  an  invaluable  experi- 
ence.

NEWS  OF  CAMP  MERROWVISTA 

It  was  a busy  time  at  Camp  Merrowvista  this  past  summer 
with  nearly  350  campers  and  leaders  participating  in  our 
camp  sessions.  The  Older  Girls  Camp,  largest  in  recent 
years,  was  an  exciting  camp  with  enthusiasm  running  high 
for  the  entire  two  weeks.  High  points  of  the  camp  were 
the  overnight  trip  taken  by  the  tribes,  the  climb  up  Mt. 
Shaw,  from  which  one  can  view  nearly  the  entire  state  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  the  graduation  program,  with  the  ser- 
mon brought  by  Bob  Steiger.  In  addition  to  being  pre- 
sent for  the  O.B.  Graduation,  Bob  also  participated  in 
the  dedication  program  for  the  New  Jersey  Lodge,  com- 
pleted at  the  end  of  camp  last  summer.  A good  share  of 
the  cost  of  this  beautiful  lodge  was  borne  by  the  Foun- 
ders from  that  state.  Bob  also  took  part  in  the  Grand 
Council  at  which  time  he  was  presented  with  an  Indian 
Headdress  by  the  camp.  It  was  Bob's  first  visit  to 
Merrowvista  during  the  summer  camping  season,  and  was 
indeed  a highlight  of  the  summer. 

The  Younger  Camp  programs  were  also  marked  by  the  enthu- 
siasm for  out-of-door  living,  with  the  campers  partici- 
pating actively  in  many  out-door  activities.  In  both  Y. 
G.  and  Y.B.  the  campers  lived  in  village  groups  of  eight 
or  ten  campers  with  two  leaders,  and  these  villages  cen- 
tered much  of  their  program  on  learning  to  live  together 
comfortably  in  the  out-of-doors.  They  built  their  own 
home-in- the-woods,  often  preparing  meals  which  they  had 
planned  themselves,  using  newly  learned  camping  skills. 
Perhaps  the  high  point  for  both  of  the  Younger  Camps  was 
the  three  day  trips  taken  by  the  campers,  with  the  camp- 
ers actively  participating  in  all  of  the  plans  for  the 
trip.  Several  of  the  trips  were  taken  into  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest,  with  interesting  and  exciting 
mountain  climbs  included. 

Though  smaller  than  the  other  camps,  the  Older  Boys' 
Camp  was  active  and  enthusiastic,  with  a large  first 
year  class  setting  the  pace.  Camper- leader  softball 
games,  an  active  tribal  competition,  enthusiastic  re- 
sponse to  classes,  and  an  overnight  trip,  each  went  to 
make  it  one  of  the  finest  O.B.  experiences  we  have  had 
at  Merrowvista. 

Our  Waterfront  and  Nature  programs  were  two  areas  of 
special  interest  this  summer.  On  the  waterfront  our  new 
facilities  added  flavor  to  the  program,  and  the  campers 
used  the  swimming  area  and  the  rowboats  and  canoes  far 
more  than  in  the  past.  A vigorous  Nature  program  made  a 
great  impact  upon  the  campers,  with  excitement  running 
high  over  the  discovery  of  an  owl  which  lived  and  hunted 
on  the  camp  property  during  the  summer.  Merrowvista 
provides  an  ideal  location  for  nature  study  with  its 
wide  range  of  natural  habitats. 

Several  sleeping  cabins  were  moved, a shower  house.  Trad- 
ing Post  and  shop  were  built  toward  the  fulfillment  of 
the  plans  projected  by  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee 
two  years  ago.  Our  Expansion  Plans  are  moving  ahead 
steadily,  with  a bit  more  accomplished  each  year. 

Our  Expansion  Fund  drive  is  also  moving  along,  and  while 
we  haven't  yet  reached  the  projected  total  to  date, we 
are  well  along  the  way.
